"One staff member, according to In- 
spector Kelley, quietly spoke about 
the ’oiiiside’ possibility of shot one 
going through the Ihe^dObt's body 
with sufficient velocity remaining to 
penetrain Connelly’s body, wrist and 
leg. Inspector Kelley montipned this 
to me confidimilally. He' was of the 
opinion, that this wus a personal re- 
mark made on the spur i^o/ the, 
moment.

The Warren Commission adopted 
( Spacter’.s theory, frustrating those 
who believe in a conspiracy. If the ain- 
gle-buUoL thooi 7 wore abandoned it 
would mean that a fourth shot had 
boon fired. .Since Oswald’s rifle could 
nut have dellvored that shpt In the re- 
quirod time, a fourth shot vyould mean 
there waa an additional gUipiim and. 
hence, a coiispiracy. 1

Huch aaid the FBI haa not released 
fUea from its field officM, files it de.‘ 
veloped on Warren Corngilaaion Critics 
or Hoover’s own confidential papm-. 
"the do-not*flle files.'* • "

The State Pupartoieni has sAild 
Oswald was a “slateiess*' penwii 
whom it chose to reudmii to the Unit- 
ed Slates, and that Oswald lopaid the 
costs to the govemmuiii An uinitsikisn 
reason fur letting him reimn was the 
obvious desire to quest inn imn. 

“We suspect the KB I, ihe CIA, the 
Army and the State Hepai f mcMit have 
informuiioii about Oswald's intelli- 
gence coiinections that has not been 
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revaulCHl/' suid Kuu. “We believe 
there has been a covenip involvlni* the 
FBI and the Wurren Commission.'* 

Three days after Kennedy's a.stiassi- 
nutioii, the FBI was aware that its uc- 
Liuns would 1x3 (iuoslioiit3d. A Hoover 
aide, C^ourtney Evans, noted in u Nov. 
25. 1963. memo the difficulty of prov- 
ing that Oswald was not part of a con- 
spiracy, that ihei^ wore no other gun- 
men 

“We are being culled upon, In many 
instances, to pnive the negative." Ev- 
ans wrote. Then, quoting Deputy At- 
torney General Nicholas Kat7.enbach. 
he said. *‘li is more diificulL to prove 
lhat someiinng did nut happen than It 
m to prove that II did happen." 

J. Lee Rank in. chief counsel to the 
Warren Commission, also was aware 
ot conspiracy allegations involving not 
only Oswald, hut also Dallas Police- 
man J. D. Tippu, sJaiii by Oswaid, and 
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.lack Ruby, Oswald's murderer. In e 
May 12. 1964, memo to Hoover, Rankin 
asked that fhe FBI conduct a ’Uimiled 
background" invcstlgutlbn of Tlppil to 
determine whether ho had apy connec- 
tion with Oswald or Ruby. ' 

“As I am sure you are aware,** Ran. 
kin said to Htsiver, ‘This requaqt il d 
Signed to, obtain certuln baglc Infer- 
mation which cun be relied upon to ^ 
fute unfounded allegations which liive 
developed in the course of this investi- 
gacion." 

No connection between Tipplt aid 
Oswald or Ruby was found. 

To those doing tiie Investigating. 
Rankin's request was perfectly proper 
aiqce it sought to arm him ag^st the 
Commission's critics. 

But to tlie critics, it was just one 
more example of the investigators 
trying to manipulate the outcome of 
tha investigation. ,
